ISSUE DRASTIC 
GERMANDECREES 


Cut Hents, Wages, Interest 
And Raise Taxes In New 
Ultimatum. 


Berlin, Dec. 9.—Chancellor Hein­ 
rich Bruning answered the challenge 
of Adolf Hitler and 
his Fascists 
Tuesday night by warning the na­ 
tion that President Paul von H inder 
burg will invoke martial law if 
necessary to save the constitution. 
"There is no other authority in} 
this country save that prescribed by 
the 
constitution." 
the 
chancellor 
said in a voice ringing with emotion. 
He went to the nation over the 
air after a new and drastic emer­ 
gency decree, slashing prices, wages 
and rents had been signed and made 
into law by President von Hinden- 
burg. 
Uniforms Are Outlawed 
The decree, a forty-six-page docu­ 
ment, the longest ever issued by the 
government, was designed to provide 
the final windup for what Doctor 
Bruning called the “deflation period 
imposed upon Germany.” 
The radical character of the meas­ 
ure was indicated by its reduction 
of wage scales to the level of Ja n ­ 
uary f 1927, 
On the political side the decree 
laid down safeguards for a peace­ 
ful holiday season. 
It wiped away 
the cherished right of Germans to 
wear 
uniforms 
signifying 
their 
political faith, such as the brown 
shirts 
of 
Hitler's 
Fascists, 
the 
Reichsbannermen’s republican cos­ 
tume, the Steel Helmet organiza­ 
tion’s war gear, and the communists 
red. 
It forbade all political meet­ 
ings and demonstrations until Jan­ 
uary 2. 
The communists were the first to 
protest against these new restrictive 
measures. 
They addressed a 'de­ 
mand to Reiehstag President Loebe 
for convocation of the Reichstag 
December 15 that they might press 
for appeal of the emergency decree. 
They also called for reopening of 
the Reichstag that there might be 
open discussion of financial, busi­ 
ness and foreign affairs. 
Chancellor Bruning’* statement to 
the nation was couched in language 
as vigorous as the statements for 
foreign consumption that have come 
during the last few day’s from Herr 
Hitler. 
“The government must and will 
not hesitate to meet with iron ener­ 
gy tne threatening ruin of the pow­ 
er inherent in our people," he said 
"It tolerates no other authority ex­ 
cept the const ltutional authority. 
“The president and the govern­ 
ment alone are in control of the in­ 
struments of authority of the state ” 


ECONOMIES CUT 
CITIES TAXES 


Per Capita Indebtedness Re­ 
duced By Wilkes-Barre 
Government. 


Washington (AP(—Economies in 
governmental expenses in Wilkes- 
Barre las* year brought about a re­ 
duction of more than $2 in the per 
capita net indebtedness. 
Expenditures for the maintenance 
and operation of the city depart­ 
ments and schools 
dropped 
from 
$32.16 in 1929 to $30 57. 
The de­ 
crease in the average net indebted­ 
ness accomplished by that economy 
was even more 
pronounced, going 
from $45 85 to $43 78. 
The total spent for all purposes 
by the municipal, government and 
the school district in 1930 was $3.- 
456,586. 
That figure included $2 - 
650.669 for maintenance. 
Revenues from all sources aggre­ 
gated $3,653,410. or $196 824 in excess 
of all expenditures. 
Representing 
80.9 per cent of all receipts, property 
taxes were collected last year at the 
rate of $34 09 per 
capita, 
an in­ 
crease of $1.14 over 1929. 
The per capita tax levy decreased 
more than $3 in the year, dropping 
from $50.78 in 1929 to $47,71. 
Of the total levy of $4,136,871, a 
per cent of 37.3 was imposed for 
each the city and the schools. The 
remaining 25.4 per cent was for the 
county.

Meade’s headquarters, his testimony 
throws a flood of light upon all 
such subjects. 
In m atters of mere 
opinion, we care nothing for the 
testimony and it is of very little 
value to history. 
Gen. Meade testifies that on the 
4th of July he knew the enemy 
w as moving and could not then tell 
whether it was a retreat or a flank 
movement for another attack upon 
him. A terrible rain storm prevail­ 
ed on the 4th. His best information 
was the enemy had a superior force 
on the ground, that is, more men 
than he had. and he could not af­ 
ford to risk losing all his great 
gains in the general battle already 
fought. 
He utterly crushed Gen. 
Butterfield’s oath about his giving 
orders after the second day s fight 
to retreat. 
Gen. Pleasanton testifies he urged 
Meade to follow up Pickett’s repulse 
by taking the offensive and bagging 
Lee’s army; he thought the rebel 
army wholly demoralized and really 
routed, and describes the face of the 
etirth soiith of Gettysburg swarming 
with Lee's strugglers alia demoral­ 
ized fugitives. 
.Meade’s Answer 
In answer to a direct question j 
Meade said: “Including all arms of 
the service my strength was a little j 
under 100.000 men, about 95,000. • * j 
As far as I could judge I supposed 
Lee had a force about 10.000 or 15.- I 
OOO superior to mine.” 
He says: 
“The enemy were not a retreating 
rabble; they moved slowly and in 
military order, and by a flank move­ 
ment he pursued them, and at Wil­ 
liamsport tile enemy took a strong 
position and offered him battle, and 
in a council of war his subordinate 


ent constituted.’’ 
Doubledav was 
removed from his command, and 
left the army on July 7. 
He testi­ 
fied that In his opinion Lee’s army 
should have been attacked at Wil­ 
liamsport and that our army could 
have there crushed his and cap­ 
tured it before it could have crossed 
the swollen stream. 
Gen. A. P. Howe, a re n g other 
things, 
testified: 
‘Our 
position 
mainly did the work for us. 
The 
enemy worked at great disadvan­ 
tage. 
I was under the impression 
al the time, and have been ever 
since, that Gen. Lee made a great 
mistake 
there, 
for 
he 
evidently 
thought he could crary the place, 
very much easier than the result 
proved; and after the fight of the 
3d of July. I considered th at our 
army had plenty of fight in it. if 
I may so express myself. Our army 
was not badly cut up; we had quite 
a number of disabled men. to be 
sure, but it was an orderly fight. We 
were in a position where there was 
no straggling and demoralization; 
we had some pretty sharp cuts from 
that cannonading, but it wTas the 
most orderly fight I have ever been 
j in, growing out of the position. 
In 
,a ^military point of view it was not 
'much of a battle; it was a very or- 
j binary affair as a battle. 
In its 
results it was immensely important, 
for it checked the rebel advance 
upon vital points; but as a mili­ 
tary operation on our side, no par­ 
ticular credit 
can 
attach 
to it.

was no great generalship 
displayed; there was no maneuver­ 
ing,

combinations”
